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THE EXECUTIVE. 

The Prince Albert papers are seriously ex- 
ercived over the fact that the federal elector- 
al district of Saskatchewan has no represen- 
totive in the Northwest executive at Reina. 
No doubt it is desirable to have the represen- 
tation of the several sections of the Territo- 
ries on the executive as complete as possible; 
but as it ia in the nature of things impresibic 
that all sections and interests can by repre: 
sented, it will be necessary to show “nore than 
the mere fact thac Saskatchewan is not repre- 
sented on the executive to prove that injustice 
has been done, or tojustify an outcry against 
the present executive. There is no doubt 
that the principle of individual and collec: 
tive responsibility of the executive is the 
principle of government at Regina at the 
present time.§To this principle was added un- 
fortunately that of district representation: 
In case the two principles clash agat present, 
it is for the people to judge which is prefer. 
able; to haVean executive responsible in all 
its parts for all its acts to all sections of the 
assumbly, or an executive merely representa: 
tive and not responsible. When the occasion 
arose on which the member representing 
Saskatchewan on the executive voted against 
an executive measure, according to the prin- 
ciples of responsible government and the 
exigencies of the case, he had either to back 
down from his position and support his col- 
leagues or cease to be one of them. They 
certainly could not unaertake to carry on 
executive business with one of their cols 
leagues opposing them on a vital point. 


After mature deliberation he chose the latter | 


course. A majority of the Saskatchewan 
members voted with him against the execu- 
tive. Even had one of the minority of Sas- 
katchewan members accepted the vacant 
position it might have been alleged against 
him that he did not represent the district, 
that is the majority of the district, and 
therefore, unless on account of personal qua- 
lifcations, there was very little object in one 
of the mino ity taking the position, The 
simple tact isthat to guarantee district re- 
presentation on a responsible executive is 
impossible. This being the case it would be 
much better to reduce the number of tiie 
txecutive to.three ; whieh would effectually 
decide that district representation was nota 


part of the Northwest constitution or prac- 
tice,
